Lumberjacks a Factor in the Big Sky

Chopping Down Trees 


The future didn’t look too bright. After 
all, if the Northern Arizona Lumberjacks 
were going to post their first winning sea- 
son since 1979, a opening-day victory 
over Southern Utah was important. Get- 
ting the season off to a good start in front 
of a healthy Skydome crowd was crucial 
to second-year coach Larry Kentera and 
his troops. 

Instead, the heavily-favored Lumber- 
jacks stumbled to an embarrassing 27-17 
defeat. Some hard questions were asked. 
Senior quarterback Craig Austin, who 
had thrown for over 1700 yards in ‘85, 
was benched in favor of redshirt freshman 
Greg Wyatt. Could the fans expect anoth- 
er 4-7 or 3-8 seasonal mark? The answer 
was a resounding NO! 

Wyatt was inexperienced and he made 
some mistakes. But in a word, he was

magnificent, completing 250 of 392 
passes (an incredible 64%) for 2862 
yards and 17 scores. The Jacks prevailed 
in seven of their final 10 outings and tied 
with Idaho for second place in the Big Sky 
Conference. Along the way, conference 
rivals Weber State, Montana, Idaho, 
Boise State and Idaho State bit the dust. 
Only a 27-17 final game loss to Big Sky 
champ Nevada-Reno kept Kentera’s boys 
from a spot in the NCAA Division 1-AA 
playoffs. 

As the ‘87 campaign nears, the coach- 
ing staff hopes that the substantial grad- 
uation losses suffered by the defense can 
be overcome. It was a very good defense, 
with some hard-nosed and talented play- 
ers. As a group, the NAU defensive 
charge allowed just 288 yards per game 
(99 on the ground and 189 through the 
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air). They closed out the year ranked 
second in the Big Sky and 14th nationally 
in total defense. 

Standouts Tom Gibson, Greg Roskopf, 
Mark Yuhas, Gary Galante, DeJuan 
Robinson, George Duarte and Scooter 
Justiani won a treasure of regional and 
national plaques and awards before using 
up their collegiate eligibility. Gibson, an 
imposing 6-9, 265-pound defensive line- 
man, appears to have a future in the NFL, 
after being drafted by the New England 
Patriots last spring. 

This season’s leaders up front should 
be seniors Scott Johnson (6-2,238,DE), 
James Jackson (6-1,272,DT), juniors 
Tony Battiest (6-3,268,DE), Sandy 
Woodward (6-0,245,DT) and Chris 
Glaze (6-3,270,DT). Johnson contrib- 


uted 58 tackles, nine sacks and two fum-

ble recoveries in ‘86, his first as a Lumber- 
jack after earning All-American recog- 
nition at Mesa Community College. 
Battiest is a diamond in the rough, while 
Glaze is a good-looking JC transfer. 

Junior linebackers Brian Liebrock (6- 
2,231), Peter Jonovich (6-2,218), Derek 
Zazueta (6-3,238) and Alex Gilmete (6- 
3,230,JC transfer) will get the majority of 
playing time at their positions. The sec- 
ondary probably will be tested early and 
often in the pass-happy Big Sky. Kentera 
is counting on seniors Clark Osborne (5- 
9,175), Brian Stewart (5-11,173), jun- 
iors John Dierking (6-0,188), Henry 
Miller (6-0,175), Jed Shorty (6-0,190), 
Dewayne Shavers (5-11,171), sopho- 
mores Joe Ayers (6-3,196), Rick Cooper 
(6-1,165) and Darrell Hinton (6-0,175) 
to get the job done. The Jacks have led 
the conference in pass defense for the past 
three seasons; doing that in ‘87 might be a 
little too much to ask. 

Hey, don’t forget about that exciting 
NAU offense, where eight of 11 first- 
teamers are raring to go. When Wyatt 
isn’t looking upfield for targets, he’ll be 
handing the ball to a respectable bunch of 
runners, headed by seniors Donri Rober- 
son (5-9,201), Allen Rouse (5-9,197), 
James Chambers (6-1,203) and soph 
Anthony Hall (6-0,205). They accounted 
for nearly 1300 yards in ‘86. Highly- 
rated newcomers Charles Matthews (6- 
1,193,Jr.) and LaVon Worley (5-7, 
180,Fr.) will add explosiveness and depth. 
A more productive ground game is defi- 
nitely a goal for ‘87, an obtainable goal. 

The receiving corps is just outstanding. 
First and foremost is a dynamite tight end, 
6-4, 221-pound Shawn Collins, a junior. 
He snared 70 balls for 1016 yards and 
four touchdowns last campaign, good for 
second in the Big Sky and fourth nation- 
ally in 1-AA competition. He caught six

passes for 167 yards in the first half 
against Weber State last year. The sky’s 
the limit for Collins. Juniors Larry Huff 
(5-9,161) and Sandy Sledge (6-0,170) 
figure to start at the wideouts, with Chris 
Baniszewski, Michael Haynes, Herb 
Duncan, Todd Barnhart and Darren Car- 
rington providing backup support. These 
guys will be busy. 

The blocking chores will be handled by 
returning regulars Vince Beemiller (6- 
4,281,0T), Pat Meech (6-2,276,0T), 
Rod Leota (6-2,270,C) and new starters 
Frank Pollack (6-5,271,OG) and Keith 
Politte (6-0,258,OG). Leota was a first- 
team all-conference pick in ‘86. Depth 
could be a problem here. 

Assuming the place kicking duties will 
be Mickey Penaflor, a promising sopho- 
more who will attempt to replace the 
graduated Goran Lingmerth. There have 
been easier assignments. Lingmerth mere- 
ly booted 23 field goals in 29 tries, includ- 
ing a NCAA record (8-for-8) in NAU’s 
big 24-0 win over Idaho. The punter will 
be soph Rhober Brafford. 

It doesn’t sound half bad, does it? Well, 
Kentera, Wyatt and friends will need all 
the firepower they can muster to compete 
with the likes of Nevada-Reno, Boise 
State and new member Eastern Washing- 
ton in the ‘87 Big Sky shootout. Stay 
tuned.

Domecoming: 
Winslow 7, Coconino 2 


I, wasn’t a classic battle. But it was his- 
toric. Over 6,000 football fans looked on 
as Coconino battled Winslow in the first 
Arizona high school game ever stagged 
indoors, played on the green carpet at the 
Northern Arizona University dome. 

The date was October 14, 1977. 

Expected by many to suffer annihila- 
tion at the hands of Class AA juggernaut 
Winslow, the Panthers fought to the final 
minute before suffering a 7-2 loss. 

“Our offense was totally inadequate,” 
Coconino head coach Bill Epperson told 
the Arizona Daily Sun. 

Winslow mentor Emil Nasser, who 
would win 224 games before his retire- 
ment in 1982, said the excitement sur- 
rounding the Friday night history-maker 
hindered his team’s performance. “We 
were too tight,” he said. “We played too 
close to the belt, which was my fault.” 

Bulldog QB Shawn Smith scored eight 


of the game’s nine points — six for Wins- 
low on an 8-yard sweep and two for 
Coconino ona safety. Just before the half 
he was called for intentionally grounding 
a pass from his own end zone, resulting in 
the two points for Coconino. 

The game was Coconino’s 1977 home- 
coming, and the 7-2 loss marked the first 
Coconino home setback since a 1973 
loss to another Emil Nasser-coached 
squad. 

The Panthers recorded minus-four 
yards rushing against the tough Bulldog 
defenders. Many of those backtrack yards 
came on QB sacks as sophomore Tim 
Salen, who would later play at Minnesota 
and Arizona State University, had little 
time in the pocket. His father Joe was the 
NAU head coach at the time. 

Although Salem and his teammates 
couldn’t generate any offense that night, 
their defense was nothing short of lethal. 
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Although they won, Winslow’s offense 
found itself struggling for air. 

The Coconino defense should have 
considered suing the offense for non- 
support. The Panthers held the favored 
Bulldogs, only to see their own offense 
dance off the field shortly thereafter to the 
tune of “one, two, three and punt.” 

Coconino managed just one first down 
in the second half as the homecoming 
fans learned that football dreams don’t 
always come true. 

“This week is over and done with,” 
Epperson told his team in the post-game 
locker room. “This may have been the 
longest week in Coconino history.” 

The loss on the green carpet dropped 
Coconino to 3-3 on the season, 1-1 in the 
AA-North. Winslow moved to 5-1 and 
1-0. When the script came to an end one 
month later, Winslow finished with a 9-2 
log, Coconino 6-4. Canyon del Oro of 


Tucson defeated Gilbert for the Class AA 
championship. Epperson, the Panthers’ 
original coach when the school opened 
varsity play in 1967, stepped down after 
the 1979 campaign, with an 85-40-1 
career mark. Both his 1973 and 1974 
teams won back-to-back state champion- 
ships. The star of those teams was QB/TB 
Ray Smith, later a standout at NAU who 
currently coaches in Kingman. 

There has been many more exciting 
high school games played in the dome 
since then. In fact, crowds exceeding

10,000 have watched rivals Coconino 
and Flagstaff fight for the city crown. 
Flagstaff won four consecutive Class AA 
championships between 1981-84. 

Has it really been 10 years since that 
historic Friday? Yes indeed, and ironi- 
cally, it comes on the same year that 
voters in nearby Apache County have 
elected to build a dome for the football 
legions at Round Valley High School. But 
for you football trivia buffs, remember 
these few facts: Emil Nasser and Bill 
Epperson were the first opposing coaches, 
and Winslow’s Shawn Smith scored the 
first-ever touchdown. He also recorded a 
safety. 

Winslow’s Victor Martinez kicked the 
extra point. Final score: Winslow 7, 
Coconino 2.

championship form of old. After a 4-5-1 
finsih in ‘86, improvement is the name of 
the game. Twenty-two returning letter- 
men, the most of any school in the north, 
help paint a positive picture. And the jun- 
ior varsity finished 6-2-0.

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Coach Gary Thompson guided the 
Wildcats through an 8-2 campaign in 
1986, his first as head coach at Chinle. It 
was the most wins ever at the school and 
the first season above .500 in 15 years. 

Although 16 lettermen return, the most 
important is QB/DB Trent Thompson (6- 
0,185), the coach’s son. A major college 
prospect, Trent was a first-team all-state 
punter as a junior, averaging 46.4 yards 
per kick. He scored 18 touchdowns and 
tossed 18 TD passes.

Domed Stadium 
Wins Approval 


A proposed domed football stadium for 
the Round Valley Unified School District 
in northeastern Arizona won voter ap- 
proval last spring. Voters in Apache 
County approved the $11 million dome 
1,056 votes to 724. 

They also approved an additional 
$14.5 million in bond money to construct 
new elementary schools in nearby Eagar 
and Springerville, and remodel Round 
Valley High School, by a 3-1 ratio. 

Teachers also were taken care of, as 
district voters approved a $446,505 over- 
ride, which means an 8% salary increase. 
But the talk of the town on May 20 was 
the dome, believed to be the only one of its 
kind in the country used primarily for high 
school sports. Arizona’s only other dome 
is the Walkup Skydome on the campus of 
Northern Arizona University in Flagstaff. 
It is the home field for the Lumberjacks’ 
football team, but is also shared by local 
high schools Coconino and Flagstaff. 

Things really changed in northeastern 
Arizona with the coming of the Springer- 
ville Generating Station, and its two elect- 
ric companies, Tucson Electric Power 
Co. and the Alamito Company. With this 
came an additional $277 million in as-

high school.

1 state of Georgia, famous through- 
out the years for its cotton, peaches and 
watermelons, has another commodity 
which has carved a niche into its old and 
rich traditions.

rated the teams since 1927, and the USA 
Today. 

In 1986, the Wildcats swept to the 
state championship with a solid 15-0 
record, giving Hyder a 143-24-1 slate 
since 1974, an .856 winning percentage. 
Valdosta has now won 19 Georgia foot- 
ball crowns, four “mythical” national 
crowns, and is only one of four high 
schools in the United States to win more 
than 600 high school football games. 

Valdosta, population 43,000, won 
those 19 state crowns in 45 seasons. Its 
12,000-seat Cleveland Field sells out 
every game. Season gate receipts total 
$250,000. “Football is king here,” says 
former player Ernest Nijem, now the 
town’s mayor. “The only way to get a 
reserve seat to a gameis if someone dies.” 

Since 1913, Valdosta is 619-129-33 
on the gridiron. Only Little Rock Central, 
Arkansas, and Washington High in Mas- 
sillon, Ohio, have won more. 

Ironically, Little Rock Central won it all 
again in Arkansas. Nicknamed the Tig- 
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ers, Coach Bernie Cox’s crew finished 
12-1 while winning their 29th state 
championship since 1907. Central, na- 
tional champs in 1946 and 1957, should 
win their 700th game in the near future. 
In the past half-century, the Tigers have 
played every prep power in the Sou- 
th...except Valdosta. 

Other great accomplishments last fall 
were turned in by Cherry Creek of Engle- 
wood, Colorado, winning their third 4A 
crown since 1982, Kansas City Rock- 
hurst, winners of the Missouri 5A title for 
the third time since 1981, and Lawrence, 
Kansas, recording their 29th undefeated 
season - a national record by a mile. Law- 
rence was the 1960 national champions 
after winning 45 games in a row. 

Omaha Creighton Prep, No. 14 in the 
U.S.A. in 1985, finished 11-1 and won 
their 10th state title in Nebraska. Doyles- 
town Central Bucks West has won 32 
games in a row in Pennsylvania, while 
Manitowoc Lincoln has won 38-straight 
in Wisconsin.
